School District No, 3 is 
pleased to announce that it 
has been able to secure an 
option to purchase 10 acres 
of land in the Forest Lawn 
Subdivision to be used for 
future school sites, 

The buying of land for 
sites continues to be one of 
the most difficult problems 
with which School Boards 
must contend, It is vital 
that raw land be purchased 
as the cost immediately spi- 
rals after sub-division 
occurs, The present option 
calls for $2250, per acre, 
Less than two months after 
the agreement was finalized 
430 acres of adjacent land 
was bought at $2750, per 
acre, The Board is aware 
that the resale by the de- 
veloper will likely be at 
least twice as much as the 
purchase price, 


There is a major develop- 
ment now underway in the 
Forest Lawn Sub-division 
on the east side of Sturgeon 
Heights, This means that 
classroom space must be 
provided in the very near

REFLECTS 


We expect the majority of St, Albert residents will be 
reserving final judgement on the pros and cons of amalga- 
mation with Edmonton until they see the report of the 
research officer being hired to investigate all aspects 
of the question, We too would like tosee the report before 
making a firm decision, 


However, in the two short years we have been in St, 
Albert, some advantages in remaining a separate town 
seom to us worthy of serious consideration, 


We believe our two school boards are able to provide 
better standards of education and attract a higher calibre 
of administrators and teaching personnel than is possible 
in the city systems, Interested persons could pursue 
this Idea by talking with one or more of their school 
trustees, As for costs of education these are causing 
alarm throughout the province and Edmonton is no 
exception, 


We observed what happened in St, Albert this spring when 
upwards of 350 young boys registered for soccer and a 
group of dedicated volunteer residents, with whole-hearted 
support from the town recreation department, worked 
untold hours of overtime to get playing fields ready, 
equipment purchased and the many new coaches lined 
up, The result was that every boy who registered got 
to play soccer and the business community came through 
with extra help so that every team got uniforms, Somehow 
we doubt very much that this would have happened under 
amalgamation, In fact the whole question of both costs 
and quality of family recreation of all sorts should be 
considered in making a decision on amalgamating, We 
suggest that this is a cost comparison to make with city 
dwellers, along with taxation costs, before making up our 
minds, 


It seems to us also that Edmonton is presently entering a 
period when their taxation level is liable to ‘ncrease 
a great deal more rapidly than heretofor, Plans for rapid 
transit systems, freeways, new bridges over the river, 
domed stadium complexes, urban renewal and so oninvolve 
gigantic sums, It would be folly to thinktaxes in Edmonton 
are not going to steadily increase, On the other hand, 
St, Albert has already experienced a period of very 
rapid expansion which has now levelled off, Our council 
has been able to hold the line on municipal mill rates and 
{t would appear they can continue to do so for some time 
without any serious effect on community services, 


An intangible factor, but one that seems to us important, 
is the matter of how far we are prepared to go in pulling 
up the grass roots of our society, Do we keep on and on 
with this till we are all reduced to a social security 
number with computers more or less running our lives? 
Until the voice of the individual is no longer heard in our 
land? Is the dollar so far ahead of any other goal that 
we will listen to any amount of persuation that the bigger 
an operation gets the more efficient it becomes, and there- 
fore the more money we save? Is this principle really 
true of everything from a supermarket food chain to 
big government? Or should the little ordinary Joes 
start applying some brakes,

Shoes and feet 


by J, M, Howell, 
Medical Officer of Health 
SHOES AND FEET 


When buying a child’s shoe 
future foot health is not the 
only consideration: children 
are as particular about sty- 
ling as adults and rightly so, 
But as that first foot is stuck 
out for the assistant to 
measure, a design of shoe 
which is correct for the 
shape and functioning of the 
foot will be foremost in 
mind, 

The human foot has two 
important jobs to do, It acts 
as a platform on which to 
bear the entire weight of 
the body, The ideal shape 
for this function would be 
a large, flat and supple foot 

Second, it acts as alever, 
pivoting on the ball of the 
foot, to propel the body as it 
takes off in walking or runn- 
ing, The lifting capability 
is the calf muscle, acting 
through the Achilles tendon, 

Now the ideal lever must 
be a rigid structure and any 
engineer would tell you that, 
in order to bear a heavy 
load, this lever would have 
to be shaped like an arch, 
So the two functions of the 
foot are, to some extent, 
in conflict, The large, fat 
foot in contact with the 
ground has to be transfor- 
med into an arched lever just 
before take-off, There is one 
more point, Another arch its 
shaped across the ball ofthe 


foot so that, when the foot 


is at rest, the weight Is 
taken on the inner and outer 
ends; during take-off the 
arch flattens and all five 
bones come into contact with 
the ground, At this time the 
toes do their bit, which con- 
sists of pressing Into the 
ground and thus both re- 
lieving the strain on the 
forefoot and preventing slip- 
ping. 

The arches of the foot 
are made by the bones (26 of 
them [n all) and maintained 
by the Iigaments which be- 
come strained and painful 
if they had to do this job 
alone, The essential supp- 


important, especially in the 


ort is provided by muscles, 
the long calf muscles which 
form a sling under the arch 
and hoist it up; andthe short 
foot muscles which tle to- 
gether the two pillars of the 
long arch, 

Why do we need shoes at 
all? Obviously to protect our 
feet from injury and cold but 
also because civilization de- 
mands we use our feet for a 
purpose for which they were 
imperfectly designed, 
namely prolonged standing, 
To maintain the long arch of 
the foot during standing, the 
calf muscles have to pull 
upwards continuously and 
without the natural, brief 
rest periods they get with 
each step in walking, Stand- 
ing then is, in this sense, 
harder work than moving 
about! 


A GOOD SHOE 


The part of the foot most 
needing support is the long 
arch, So the shank of the 
shoe must be strong and fir- 
mly welded to the heel, The 
weight of the body should be 
transmitted vertically down 
through the heel; a sloping 
heel allows the foot to slide 
forward, Wedge heels tend t: 
lack resilience and are there 
fore not good for the muscles 

Heels should be neither 
too low (this strains the long 
arch) nor too high (this 
throws the foot forward), 
One to one and one half 
inches is the best, Other 
heights should be reserved 
for short periods, Runners 
and similar foot-wear are 
fine for periods of activity 
but not for standing around, 
If high heels are worn con- 
tinuously the calf muscles 


shorten, 
Here are some good 
features to look for, On 


bending the shoe it should 
give oppostie the ball of the 
forefoot, never at the junc-

borders of shoes should be 
almost straight, 

In toddlers, the foot is 
more triangwar andthe heel 
narrow in comparison tothe 
forefoot, The shape of the 
foot climbs steeply from the 
base of the toes to the enkle 
and the heel juts more shar- 
ply backwards, Special 
check points are the depth 
and the flatness of the fore~ 
foot, giving the toes plenty 
of room to exercise and 
grip the floor, 

Now what about fitting? 
Measurements which can be 
taken are the length (while 
the child is standing), width 
and girth, Good fitting 
around the waist is eviden- 
ced by the absence of crink- 
ling of the leather, Heal grip 
and heel-to-ball fitting are 
important, A lot can be lear- 
ned by inspection of the old 
shoes and of the child’s feet 
for those tell-tale red pres- 
sure spots (not to mention 
the early outward deviation 
of the big toes which signi- 
flies impending bunions), 

If you can help it, never 
pass on shoes, even within 
the family, It is not possible 
to get 4 good fit with a shoe 
which has already moulded 
itself to another foot, And 
don’t forget small socks can 
be as dangerous as small 
shoes.
